Hampshire College to insti- 
tute “Buddy System” for fu- 


ture presidents, Just in case

Citing “remarkable” turnover in the position, the Hampshire College Board of Trustees 
voted today to institute a “buddy system” for all presidents of the college. This means that 
starting in F2022, two presidents will serve in the position at once. One will serve in Am- 
herst, and the other will be located in Northampton, as an insurance policy. Explaining 
their decision, the Board of Trustees described themselves as “totally cheesed off’ with the 
high turnover in recent years, with two out of the last five presidents as interim positions 
and three out of the last five serving less than one year.
